It is estimated that within the 
Upland city limits are at least 
12,000 people. The state average 
per capita in giving is 43 cents. 
Mathematies tells us the cam- 
paign leaders can expect to get 
$5,160 from Upland. Add to this, 
residents of College Heights, 
San Antonio heights and the sum 
should be upwards of $6,000. 

We expect nothing less from 
the Upland district.

HENS TO MARKET 


This indicates it will probably 
be the first time in the history of 
our commercial production that 
it took over ten dozen eggs to 
pay for 100 pounds of feed. But 
cheer up. Things will not always 
be that way. Chick sales have 
slowed down to a walk. Cage con- 
struction and sales are practically 
at a standstill. Financing new 
poultry oprations has been dis- 
continued for some time. Ten to 
twelve cents per pound for cull 
hens at this season of the year 
is unheard of. It shows that there 
are still a lot of hens going to 
market. Some buyers report they 
are taking one to two complete 
flocks a week. 

All these things should indicate 
that 1955 will not be as bad as 
1954. It may still lack sufficient 
balance to be classed as a good 
poultry year.

Riding Fan Sees | 
Sas Fulfilled 
In Local Project: 


When Joe Benes was eight 
years old he used to walk five 
miles to ride a pony around a 
tiny track a few times and then 
walk five miles home, the last 
five about four feet off the 
ground. 

Today, Joe Benes has only to 
walk across the street from his 
new home on Fifth avenue at 
Thirteenth street and he has his 
choice of 35 horses to ride. But 
his head is still in the clouds. 

Joe is the owner, operator and 
chief wrangler at the Westward 


Upland. To the outsider, his po- 
sition in life might seem to be a 
difficult one--cleaning up after 
three dozen horses, keeping them 
curried and neat, and providing 
them with hay aud oats. Yes to 
some, it might seem to be “just 
too much of a job.” But to Benes, 
who looks like a retired jockey, 
it’s a dream come true. 
SMUGGLED PONIES 
A dream that began when he 
saw his first horse back in Ber- 
wyn, a small town near Chicago. 
It was love at first sight, and 
Joe was forever smuggling po- 
nies or old horses into the family 
garage. At around this time he 
used to walk ten miles for a ten 
minute pony ride. 
Joe kept his dream going ‘by 
organizing the. first stable ‘in 
Palos Park, Chicago,. when he 
was only sixteen. years old. “Broke 


most of the horse trails,’’ he re- 
collected. ‘‘Today. the ‘park is 
loaded with stables.” 

Around Chicago, Joe gained 


quite a reputation as .a rider of 
jumping horses, taking home his 
share of ribbons and cups. 
During the war. Benes found 
himself at Kellogg Arabian Horse 
Farm, west of Pomona. The army 
had taken it over and Joe, as a 
civilian, was working: with the 
horses. 
At the same time he was study- 
ing animal husbandry at nearby 
Mt. San Antonio college, and liv- 
ing in Glendora, where he and 
his. childhood sweetheart were 
beginning’ to rear a family. Joe 
was keeping a hand in by taking 
care of a few horses in his back 
yard, 
Then five years ago Joe heard 
the Westward Ho stable in Up- 
land was for sale. One look and 
he knew it was a dream come 
true. He left Kellogg and struck 
out for himself. 
GOATS .TOO 
Today he is just about the hap- 
piest man in Upland. His family 
now includes 35 horses, a flock 
of chickens, guinea hens, rabbits, 
dogs, two. goats, three lovely 
children of his own and_ just 
about every horse loving child 
for miles around. 
His two and a half acre square 
contains a large stable with 12 
stalls; a small stable, large cor- 
ral, 25 open corrals, a huge hay 
barn and a good-sized riding ring. 
Right now he is boarding 18 
horses, training four and has 12 
for hire. 
He has trotters, Arabians,

Boundaries of the property dis- 
trict were established and the 
election date set by the county 
board of supervisors Monday. 

On the ballot will be the ques: 
tion of forming a district to issue | 
bonds to finance construction of 
a water distribution system and} 
the election of five persons who 
will serve as directors. In gener- 
al, the area extends from Fourth | 
Street, Ontario, north. Western 
boundary line is the Upland city 
limits and the eastern boundary 
line varies but in general in- 
cludes most of the vineyard land 
east of Cucamonga. The moun- 
tains are the northern boundary. 

The area is already a member 
of the Metropolitan water dis- 
trict. If the vote is favorable, 
it will mean the actual con- 
struction of lines that will take 
the Colorado river water where
